Cost of Feeding Dairy Cows. 

An accurate statement of the results 
of the State Agrlcultuiul College held 
in Minnesota shows that the average 
feed cost per cow last year was 5.4 
cents per pound of butter nud the aver¬ 
age price reullzed by patrons from 
sales of butter was 17 cents per pound. 
The average price obtained by patrons 
of the creamery was nearly 25 cents 
per pound. There are over 700 cream¬ 
eries in Minnesota nnd over 500 of 
them are operated and owned by farm¬ 
ers as co-operative creameries, ln 
Meeker County there are fourteen 
creameries, and the amount realized 
lr. t year by patrons was $250,000; in 
Steele County, with eighteen cream¬ 
eries, the sum was over $ 000 , 000 . while 
in Jefferson County, Wisconsin, the 
enormous sum of $1,750,000 was real¬ 
ized by patrons of creameries iu that 
county alone.

He took a roll 
of bills out of his pocket and handed It 
to the tentmaker, who pocketed It with¬ 
out unrolling it The old tent man lov¬ 
ed to relate this story and always de¬ 
clared that the great men of this coun¬ 
try were P. T. Barnum, John Robinson 
and Dan Rice.—New York Mall and 
Express. 


one of these animals in Bering sea In 
1800 with a "toggle” harpoon head In 
its body bearing the mark of the Amer¬ 
ican whaler Montezuma. That vessel 
was engaged In whaling In Bering sea 
about ten years, but not later than 
1854. She was afterward sold to the 
government and was sunk In Charles¬ 
ton harbor during the civil war to serve 
as an obstruction. Hence It is estimat¬ 
ed the whale must have carried the 
harpoon not less than 30 years. 

In connection with this fact William 
H. Dali gives an account In The Na¬ 
tional Geographic Magazine of a dis¬ 
cussion with Captain E. P. Herendeen 
of the United States National museum 
of cases of whales that have been sup¬ 
posed to have made their way from 
Greenland waters to Bering strait and 
to have been identified by the harpoons 
they carried. While It Is very likely 
that the whale really makes the pas¬ 
sage an uncertainty must always be 
allowed, for ships were often chang¬ 
ing ownership, and their tools were 
sold and put on board of other vessels, 
and harpoon Irons were sometimes giv¬ 
en or traded to Eskimos. It therefore 
becomes possible that the animal was 
struck with a secondhand Iron.—Popu¬ 
lar Science. 


Under existing conditions, Great 
Britain gets no assistance in war or 
peace from the Dominon of Canada or 
the provinces of Australasia except 
such as they may voluntarily render. 
They have sent small contingents of 
troops to South Africa, but they would 
not care to be called on for large forces, 
and they would regard conscription as 
an intolerable oppression. They have 
free admission for their products into 
all the jKirts of the United Knigdom, 
while they freely exercise the right to 
tax imports from those ports. They 
contribute nothing to the maintenance 
of the British navy, an enormous ex¬ 
pense, incurred quite as much for their 
defense as that of the British islands. 
Of course they are loyal, but their 
loyalty, their readiness to sing “God 
Save the Queen,” and to enthuse over 
the union jack, is suggestive of the 
saintly piety of the well-to-do church 
member who burst out in prayer meet¬ 
ing with thanks to the good Lord that 
he hail been a Christian twenty years,

The primary purpose In throwing salt

ney is to dislodge the burning soot, 
chimney fires being caused by the leml- 
tlon of the soot clingiug to the lntude 
Of the chimney. Salt is used for this 
purpose not alone because of its pecul¬ 
iar effectiveness, but also because It Is 
something available for the purpose 
that can commonly be found at hand 
fn a bouse. It is thrown down the 
chimney In such a manner that It will \ 
rattle down the sides and by its weight : 
knock down the soot and sparks cling- j 
Ing to the chimney’s insides.
